OTTAWA, May 7Voters will go to 
the Polls in ‘Canada this summer for 
a general election, probably the last 
week in ‘July. * 


After holding the reins of office 
for four years in this term, the 
government of Premier Mackenzie 


King yesterday announced a new en- 
dorsement would be sought in a gen- 
eral appeal to the people. 

While rumors of a general election 
had been heard for some weeks, the 
announcement came to the house of 
commons with dramatic suddenness. 
Hon, R. B. Bennett, Conservative 
leader had just finished a measured 
indictment of the budget brought 
down last Thursday and had moved 


a vote of want of confidence in the 
government. 

Mr. King rose to his feet a few 
minutes before six o'clock and an- 


nounced that a general election 
would be held at the earliest possible 
date, 

When that date will be is a matter 
of conjecture.

AUTO PRODUCTION IS 


HALE OF LAST YEAR'S 


OTTAWA, May 7-The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa 
ports that the production of automo- 
biles in Canada during the month of 
March numbered 20,730 cars.

Ottawa.-An estimated surplus of 
$44,507,000 for the fiscal year 1929- 
30 was announced by Hon. C. A. 
Dunning, Minister of Finance, in his 
budget speech. 

Together with this announcement 
came the important statement that 
“numerous and complex” changes in 
tariff rates are provided for. 

Summarized briefly, the Minister 
told the House that the present 
budget tariff proposals involve,. un- 
der the general tariff, increases in 
rates on 54 items and decreases on 
under the intermediate tartff, in- 
creases in rates on 35 items and de- 
creases on 98; and under the British 
preferential tariff, increases in ratés 
on 11 items and decreases on 270. 
When the revision is completed, the 


Canadian customs tariff will consist 


of 1,188 items, of which 589 will be 

free under the British preference. 
The changes proposed, the Minister 

stated, will have the effect of greatly 


increasing the British preference in | 


the Canadian market. 

The scene as Mr. Dunning made 
his statement to the House of Com- 
mons and the Dominion of Canada 
was tense with dramatic interest. On 
the floor of the House nearly every 
seat Was filled. Galleries were pack- 
ed. For weeks the word had gone 
forth that this would 
far-reaching budget in a decade.

Winnipeg, Man. Canadian farm- 
ers must look to their livestock pro- 
ducing as a serious industry or they 
will have it taken away from them 
declared Col. H. A. Mullins, former 
member of Parliament for Marquette 
and one of the best-known cattle men 
in the Dominion here. 

Just as big packing companies in 
the United States have undertaken 
to raise their own cattle, Canadian 
firms will be forced to do the same 
thing if farmers fail in this respect 
as they have done heretofore. 
Montana, Col. Mullins said, abbatoir 
companies are feeding 52,000 hogs 
and nearly 3,000 cattle.

Four new game refuges adding

Water From Abandoned Wells Was 
Responsible For Loss Of Animals 
In Southern Saskatchewan 
| That a poison of which seven drops 
| killed a 1,400-paund horse in three 
|days is produced by bacteria in old 
| wells in Saskatchewan, has been dis- 
| covered by Dr. J. S. Fulton, professor 
,of animal diseases at the University 
lof Saskatchewan. In one district 30 
‘miles square, from 75 to 100 horses 
‘have been lost this winter. On one 
|farm 8 out 14 horses died. Losses 
have been commonest in the south 
and west of the province. Attention 
was pald to the water supply wher

Given Valuable Papers 


Early English Legal Documents Date 
Back 700 Years 

A collection of more than 400 
Early English legal documents, some 
of them dating back 700 years, has 
been presented to New York. Uni- 
versity by Judge Moses H. Grossman 
in the name of Frederick Brown, 
real estate operator and 
thropist. 

Among the collection is a 12-foot 
parchment “'pipe-roll,” of a 
series of skins sewed together and 
originally kept in a metal tube It 
records that a sheriff, Richard Pyle 
of Southampton County. collected 
Crown revenues in 1638 “from the 
Jews for protection from being de- 
frauded from the knights,” and 
“from the knights for license to de- 
fraud the Jews.”
